But otherwise it is with 
our Cincinnati neighbors. They are in 
search ofa terminus for their great Southern 
road. They have 10,000,000 of dollars of the 
peeple’s money to spend, and they want to 
build some road with that sum in the 
interest of Cincinnati, but, whether they 
will go to the southeast and the Atlantic 
seaboard, or go to the southwest and 
the Pacific; whether they will go to Knox- 
ville or to Nashville, they as yet do not 
know. They are now receiving instruc- 
tions on that subject from a multitude of 
people in all parts of the country, every 
one proving conclusively that the city or 
village, or farm-house, where he happens 
to live, is on the direct southern route, and 
that all other routes are objectionable sad 
should not be chosen. 

The people of Cincinnati, we repeat, are 
greatly at variance among themselves as to 
which is the proper terminus for their 
road. There are warm advocates of the 
Knoxville and warm advocates of the
